W. F. Dillingham, who is In charge 
of the work of developing Pearl Ilar- 
j bor, H aw aii, which the United States 
governm ent expects to m ake one of 
the finest naval stations in the world, 
arrived at New York recently from 
Honolulu on his way to W ashington. 
Mr. Dillingham Is the m anager of 
the H aw aiian company w hich is dredg­ 
ing and opening up the harbor and 
the resident m anager in H aw aii of the 
bridge company which is building the 
drydoek. 
"The contract for the harbor dredg­ 
ing was let In December, RHYS, and 
calls for the removal of 4,000,000 cubic 
feet of coral rock and sand from the 
reefs w hich project into the harbor. 
m aking the channel too tortuous f<>r 
any but small vessels to get in,” said 
Mr. 
D illingham 
to 
an 
interviewer. 
“T he harbor basin now has an aren 
and a depth of water sufficient to float 
all the nav'es of the world. 
Up to 
d ate no machinery has ever been de­ 
signed for digging coral In a seaway, 
and there are about 1,400,000 cubic 
yards of it at Pearl H arbo r th a t conies 
out in the reef suction, w here it is ex­ 
posed to the surf. 


Often H a s to F ight Sh arks. 
“ How is the work done? 
Well, prin­ 
cipally by means of (livers, high grade 
powder and blasting gelatin. 
We have 
tw o experienced divers, one a native 
H aw aiian aud the other an American. 
T he latter has had a good deal of ex­ 
perience on the Pacific coast aud also 
in H aw aii. 
And his work requires not 
only skill, hut bravery. 
His name is 
M artin Lund. 
He Is a giant and In 
his diving suit m ust weigh close on to 
OOO pounds. 
L und w orks eight hours 
a day and sets off about eighteen blasts 
in th at time. 
Sometimes he carries on 
his work with sharks all about him 
H e often has to fight them. 
“You see, the blasts kill large num ­ 
bers of sm aller fish iu the w aters, and 
every day as soon as the blasting 
starts the shark s come around looking 
for fond. 
Sometimes you will see as 
m any as tw enty of them at one time. 
"T he whole outer section of the har­ 
bor has been laid out like a checker­ 
board, and we shoot in squares. 
Lund 
or Olepun, the H aw aiian, lays the pow­ 
der or gelatin on a ledge and fixes the 
electric connections. 
No boring is nec­ 
essary w hen the pressure of thirty to 
thirty-five feet of w ater keeps the 
blasting m aterial in position. 
When 
there are only two or throe feet of 
w ater above it is blown up from 4<m> 
to 50U feet in the air. but at thirty feet 
there is hardly a lift of the surface 
of the w ater. 
"W hen L und had his tirst battle with 
the shark s he was arm ed only w ith a 
knife. 
Ile had told some of the div­ 
ing crew th at there were lots of sharks 
ubout, but they thought he was only 
trying to m ake It appear th at he had 
a particularly dangerous job. 
One day 
they felt a jerk at the line and hauled 
quickly, and there was Lund slashing 
aw ay 
a1 
something 
near 
his 
feet. 
W hen they had hauled him in a dead 
shark cam e up to the surface. 
Then
